Veterans Affairs 


$25-Million Almost Lost

Last year Congress appropri- 
ated $25 million for the vet- 
erans’ cost-of-instruction to col-, 
leges with more than 10 per 
cent increase in attendance by 
veterans under the “Cranston 
amendment funds.” 

With more than 1,200 vet- 
erans attending Hartnell Col- 
lege this year, Hartnell would 
have qualified for about 
$360,000, stated Steven Cor- 
rea, director of Veterans’ Affairs 
here. 

Correa added that Hartnell 
could well use this fund, as the 
biggest complaint from the 
veterans is that their eligibility 
certificates and receipt of their 
payments had been delayed 
by more than six weeks in the 
past. Extra secretarial help at 
Hartnell for the processing of 
veterans’ eligibility would cer- 
tainly help to hasten the pro- 
cessing of documents at. this 
college. 

The fund will also 
payment to any veteran who 
puts in more than 100 hours 
per year in administering the 
affairs of other veterans on 
campus. The school will be 


allow 


able to get help in furthering 


disabled veterans’ educational 
needs, and possibly be able to 
fund efforts to increase the en- 
rollment of veterans at Hart- 
nell, summarized Correa. 

This fund was not available 
in fiscal year 1973, as Mr. 
Nixon had requested it be re- 
scinded in order to economize, 
and therefore no guide line 
for the fund had been pub- 
lished until April 16, 1973. 

This blocked fund was chal- 
lenged by the National Associa- 
tion of Collegiate Veterans with 
the help of lawyers connected 
with the Ralph Nader’s Pub- 
lic Citizen, Inc., and was heard 
in the U. S. District Court for 
the District of Columbia. 

Judge Gerhard A. Gesell on 
March 27, 1973 ordered the 
Nixon Administration to take 
the first step toward releasing 
the impounded money  ap- 
propriated for a new veterans 
educational program. 

Application for this \ fund 
must be submitted by quali- 
fying colleges by June 1; 1973 
as the fund will be closed by 
June 30, 1973, It is impera- 
tive that as many schools as 
possible apply for these funds 
to help assure full funding for 
the next academic year.

San Quentin Prison is one 
of the largest prisons in the 
state of California. Recently 
San Quentin, among others, 
hired women to guard the men 
prisoners. Many of these 
prisoners are serving either 
long or life terms for their 
crimes. 

These men aren’t emotion- 
less robots without feelings or 
longings. They're flesh-and- 
blood human beings. They are 
men who have broken the law 
and who are now paying for 
their crimes. But no, it wasn’t 
bad enough that they be locked 


up for years and years, with 
nothing but other men _pris- 
oners for companions, some 
bright person has to come up 
with the idea of bringing in 
women prison guards into their
